It was proposed to use the average density from experimental values 
listed in table 6 on p.34, however the examiner noted that inorderto not introduce New Matter, such an addition would 
have to include the standard deviation derived from those numbers or it would include averages from values outside 
those disclosed. Also the need to positively claim the effects of the "insulator,. elements" in the claims to clarify the 
intent in the claims & to distinguish from commonly employed elements like 0-rings used in connecting parts in vacuum 
chambers, etc., was discussed. Upon receipt of the proposed amendment, the claims will be further reviewed for 
resolution of issues of record & update of prior art .
